— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 31 of the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission Act, 1959 (43 of 1959), the Central Government

members shall aiso be paid in addition to the travelling and daily 
allowances admissible to them such special allowances at such rates 
and subject to such conditions as may be determined by Government .

G.S.R. 1777. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution and of all other powers enabling him in that behalf, the 
President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Economic 
Service Rules, 1961, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Economic Service (Third Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1970. 

2. They shall bo deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of August, 
1970. 

3. In rule 0 of the Indian Economic Service Rules, 1901 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules), for the words “Ministry of Home Affairs,” occurring in two 
places, the words and brackets "Cabinet Secretariat (Department of Personnel) 
shall be substituted. 

4 . In rule 13 of the said rules, for the words “Ministry of Home Affairs", the 
word “Government” shall be substituted. 

5. In paragraph 2 of Part I of Schedule II to the said rules for the words 
"Ministry of Home Affairs,” the word "Government” shall be substituted. 
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Memorandum Explanatory to the Cabinet Secretariat Notification Amending Rule 
6 of the Indian Economic Service Rules, 1901 with retrospective effect from 
1st August, 1970. 


>Rule 0 of the Indian Economic Service Rules, 1961 lays down that the Ministry 
•of Home Affairs advised by a Board known as the Indian Economic Service Board 
shall be the Controlling Authority. The Ministry of Home Affairs have been 
delegated powers under the Rule to nominate five members to the Board. With 
the issue of Presidential order creating a new Department of Personnel under the 
Cabinet Secretariat with effect from August 1, 1970 and the transfer of the work 
relating to the management of the Service from the Ministry of Home Affairs to 
the Department of Personnel from the same date it has become necessary to 
amend the Rules with effect from August 1, 1970 in order to enable the Depart- 
ment of Personnel to discharge the powers of the cadre controlling authority. 
The retrospective enforcement of the Rules will not, however, adversely affect 
the Interest of any Service Officer.

G.S.R. 1779. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 809 
of the Constitution, the president hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the posts of Assistant Commissioners (Animal Husbandry 
Division) in the Ministry of Food, Agriculture, Community Development ana 
Cooperation (Department of Agriculture), namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture — Assistant Commissioners (Animal Husbandry Division) 
Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, its classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said 
posts, their classification, scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications, — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 3 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruits may be relaxed 
In the case of candidates belonging to the Schedule Castes, Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued from 
time to time by the Central Government. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case In which such marriage is void by 
reason of Its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post, and 

(2) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
In writing, and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed may be relaxed in the case of 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued from time to time by the Central Government. 


4. Disqualification. — No person, 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 
spouse living or (b) who, having a spouse living, has entered, into or contracted 
a marriage with any person shall be eligible for appointment to service. 


Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do. It may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Pub'ic Service Commission relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

G.SJR. 1783, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules, regulat- 
ing the method of recruitment to Class III posts of Telephone Operator and Recep- 
tionist in the Central Water and Power Research Station, Poona, namely:— 

1. (1) Short title and commencement. — These rules may be called the Central 
Water and Power Research Station, Poona Class III Posts Recruitment Rules 
1970.

2. Application. — These ru'es shall apply to the posts as specified in column 1 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay, — The number of the posts, their

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications. — The method of re- 
cruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 0 of the said Schedule 
lor direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the general orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time, 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living, or 

tb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, shall he eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

0 Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that It Is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may. by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.

G.S.R. 1785. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 22 of the Press 
Council Act, 1965 (34 of 1965), the Central Government, after consultation with 
the Press Council of India, hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Press Council Rules, 1966, namely: — 

1. In the Press Council Rules, 1966, for Rule 4, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“4. Allowances to be paid to Members other than the Chairman and Mem- 
bers of Parliament. — (1) A member, other than the Chairman, per- 
forming journeys to attend the meetings of the Council or in connec- 
tion with any work relating to the Council, shall be entitled to travel 
by rail In first class. 

Provided that the Government may sanction travel by air-conditioned class 
accommodation for any member, where this concession in their opinion, justifies 
on fulfilment of one or more of the following reasons: — 

(i) When a person is required to travel in air-conditioned accommodation 

on grounds of health or because of very advanced age and/or 
infirmity; 

(ii) When a person is or was entitled to travel in air-conditioned coach 

under the rules of the organisation to which he belongs or might have 
belonged before retirement; and 

(ill) Where the Government is satisfied that A.C.C. travel by rail is the 
customary mode of travel by the non-official concerned in respect of 
journeys unconnected with the performance of Government duty. 

2, Air travel is not to be permitted as a matter of course. The Chairman may, 
subject to any general instructions of the Government in this behalf, sanction 
travel by air of any member of the Council where he Is satisfied that air travel 
is urgent and necessary in the public interest. 

Provided that the member so authorised to travel by air shall purchase a 
return ticket, if available. 

(3) Journey by Road. — In respect of journeys by road between places not 
connected by rail, a member will be entitled to road mileage @ 0.32 paise per 
kilometre. 

In case where journey between two places connected by rail is performed by 
road, rail being the ordinary mode of travelling, the road mileage will be 
regulated: — - 

(1) When a journeys performed by taking a single seat in a public con- 

veyance, the lower rate of road mileage viz. 0.10 paise per kilometre 
but limited to rail mileage, will apply. 

(2) When the journey Is performed otherwise, the higher rate of road 

mileage viz. 0.32 paise per kilometre but limited to rail mileage, will 
apply. 

However, If In an Individual case, the Government Is satisfied that the journey 
by road was performed in the public interest, he may be allowed the full road 
mileage, without Imposing the limit of rail mileage. 

(4) Subject to the provisions of sub-rules (1) and (2) a member, other than 
the Chairman, shall be entitled to the travelling allowance as follows:— 


A. By Rail: 

(a) A.C.C. or First Class rail fare; as the case may be; 

(b) Incidental expenses @ 35 paise for every ten kilometers or part thereof 

if it, exceeds five kilometers provided that the allowance for Incidental 
expenses shall be restricted to one daily allowance at the highest 
rate admissible to Government Servants of the First Grade for 
ordinary localities, laid down in Supplementary Rule 51 for every 
24 hours of the railway journey or part thereof. 
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B. By Air: 

.(a) One standard air fare, subject to the limit of the fare on return ticket, 
if available; 

(b) Incidental expenses @ l/5th of the standard air fare limited to Rs, 10 
for each single journey, as provided in the Ministry of Finance O.M. 
No. F.4(13)E.lV/B/67 dated 2nd November, 1967 provided that if 
more than one air journey (including the return journey) are per- 
formed within 24 hours, the total entitlement to incidental allowance 
for all (he journeys shall be restricted to Rs. 10 or one daily allowance 
at the highest rates admissible to Government Servants of the First 
Grade for ordinary localities under the Supplementary Rules, which- 
ever is more. 


(5) Daily Allowance. — (1) Provided that for each day of the meeting, a mem- 
ber will be entitled to daily allowance at the rate of Rs. 50. 

(11) In addition to the dally allowance for the day(s) of the meeting, a member 
shall also be entitled to full dally allowance for the preceding and? or the day 
following the meeting if, 

(1) he arrives in the forenoon of the day preceding the day of the meet- 

ing or on an earlier day; and/or 

(2) he departs at 12 noon or in the afternoon of the day following the day 

of the meeting or on a later day. 

But he will be entitled to only half daily allowance for the day preceding and/or 
for the day following the meeting, if, 

(1) he arrives at 12 noon or in the afternoon of the day preceding the 

day of the meeting, and/or 

(2) he departs in the forenoon of the day following the day of the meeting. 

(6) Conveyance Allowance. — A member, resident at a place where the meeting 
of the Press Council is held, will not be entitled to travelling and dally allow- 
ances on the scales Indicated in sub-paras (a) and (b) above, but will be allowed 
only the actual cost of conveyance hire, subject to a maximum of Rs. 10 per day. 
Before the claim is actually paid, the Controlling Officer should verify the 
claim and satisfy himself, after obtaining such details as may be 
considered necessary, that the actual expenditure was not less than the amount 
claimed. In cases, he is not satisfied with the details, he may, at his discretion, 
limit the conveyance allowance to road mileage. 

17) Allowances to be paid to Members of Parliament— (a) Travelling Allow- 
ance.— In respect of journeys performed by rail, road air and steamer in connection 
with the work of the Press Council, a Member of Parliament will be entitled to 
travelling allowance on the same scale as is admissible to him under Section 4 
of the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954. 

A Member of Parliament will ordinarily travel by rail utilising tho free first 
class rail pass issued to him. He may also travel by air at his discretion Alr 
travel should not, however, be resorted to as a matter of course and in exeiclsing 
hta discretion the Member should take into account factors like urgency of work, 
distance to be travelled, time at his disposal, etc. 

< h s Daily Allowance.— He would he entitled for each day of the meeting, Daily 
AllWhJce at the rate of Rs. 51. The provisions of para 5(ii> under Daily Allow- 
ance referred to above will also be applicable to him.

MINISTRY OF LABOUR, EMPLOYMENT AND REHABILITATION 

New Delhi, the 30 th September 1970 

G.S-R. 1786. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 58 of the Mines 
Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), the Central Govrenment hereby makes the following rules, 
further to amend the Mines Rules, 1955. the same having been previously published 
and referred to the Mining Boards as required by sub-sections (1) and (4) res- 
pectively of section 69 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Mines (Amendment) Rules, 1970, 

2. In rule 2 of the Mines Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), — 

( 1 ) in clause (i) for the word “quarter" the words ‘calendar year’ shall be 
substituted; 

(li) clause (j) shall be omitted. 

3. In rule 12 of the said rules, after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

"(1A) If a member Is unable to attend a meeting of the Board, the Central 
Government may nominate, or the body which the member repre- 
sents may, by notice in writing signed on Its behalf and by the said 
member addressed to the Chairman depute, a substitute in his place 
to attend that meeting. Such nominated or deputed member shall 
have all the rights of a member in respect of that meeting." 

4 . in rule 31 of the said rules for sub-rule ( 1 ), the following sub-rule shall be 
. substituted, namely; — 

"(1) If drinking water is not provided from taps connected with eobstant 
water supply system, it shall be kept cool in suitable vessels sheltered 
from weather and such vessels shall be emptied, cleaned and refilled 
every day. Steps shall be taken to preserve the water, the storage 
vessels and the vessels used for drinking water in a clean and 
hygienic condition.". 

0. For rule 40 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: 

“40. Arrangements for training persons in first-aid etc. — 

(1) It shall be the duty of the owner, agent or manager of a mine to see 
that adequate and suitable arrangements are made for the training of 
persons in first-aid and the provision of such equipment as its pres- 
cribed in these rules. 
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(2) (a) It shall be the duty of the owner, agent or manager to see that 
adequate and suitable arrangements are made for the speedy removal 
from the mine to a dispensary or hospital, of persons employed in 
the mine who while on duty suffer from serious bodily injury or 
illness of a serious nature. 

(b) Unless otherwise approved by an order in writing of the Chief Inspector 
or an Inspector and subject to such conditions as may be specified 
therein, the arrangements for the purpose of clause (a) shall be by 
means of a proper ambulance van, and, in case such ambulance van 
is not readily available in spite of proper and timely requisition, it 
may be by other suitable motor vehicle in whieh the person can be 
taken in a supine condition on a stretcher.” 

6. In rule 43 of the said rules, for sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(4) (a) The first-aid room shall be in charge of a qualified medical practitioner. 

Where the number of persons ordinarily employed in a mine is more 
than 1000, such medical practitioner shall be a whole time employee 
at the mine. 

(b) The medical practitioner referred to in clause (a) shall be assisted by 

a nurse and a dresser or a compounder and a dresser who are qualified 
in the Allopathic system of medicine. Whenever the Chief Inspector 
feels it necessary, he may require by an order in writing that such 
number of additional nurses or compounders or dressers shall be 
appointed to assist the medical practitioner as may be specified by him. 

(c) The nurse, compounder or dresser referred to in clause (b) shall be 

whole time employee of the mine and shall be readily available at 
the first aid room throughout the period when persons work at the 
mine; 

Provided that where in conformity with any other law in force, or other- 
wise, an adequtely equipped hospital or dispensary belonging to the 
owner of the mine or to any Mines Welfare organisation is provided 
and maintained at or in the immediate vicinity of the mine, the Chief 
Inspector or an Inspector authorised by him in this behalf may grant 
exemption from the provision of this sub-rule subject to such condi- 
tions as he may specify in writing. 

7. After rule 45 of the said rules, the following tuIc shall be inserted, namely:-- 

“45A. Medical attention in case of injury 

(1) Every person receiving an injury in the course of his duty shall, as 

soon as possible, report the same to an official. Where the person 
receiving an injury is not in a position to report the same to an 
official, it shall be the duty of the person who first comes to know 
of it, to report the same to an official. The official shall make such 
arrangements for rendering first aid to the injured as may be re- 
quired. If in the opinion of the official the Injury is of such a nature 
as to require Immediate attention by the medical practitioner he shall 
arrange for the medical practitioner to be called. 

(2) If an official who is required to carry a first aid outfit under rule 45 

receives information about injury to a work-person, he shall himself 
attend to the injured person. 
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(3) It shall be the duty of the person In charge of the nearest first aid 
station provided under rule 44 to render such first aid to the Injured 
person as may he necessary.” 

8 Alter rule 33 ol the said rules, the following rule shall be Inserted, namely: — 

"54. Information regarding leave with wages . — 

On or before the 20th day of February every year the owner, agent or 
manager of *a mine shall exhibit on the notice Board at the office 
of the mine Information regarding leave with wages due to each per- 
son employed in the mine calculated upto the 1st of January of that 
year giving the particulars specified in Form L.” 

9. For rule 84 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 


‘‘04- Provision of Canteens. — (1) At every mine wherein more than 250 persons 
are ordinarily employed, if the Chief Inspector or an Inspector so requires, there 
shall be provided and maintained in or adjacent to the precincts of the mine a 
canteen for the use of all persons employed: 


Provided that where the conditions at any mine so require the Chief Inspector 
or an Inspector may direct that other suitable arrangements approved by him 
for serving food, drink and other items to the persons employed be provided and 
maintained in addition to the canteen required under this sub-rule. 


(2) If in any case, the Chief Inspector or Inspector is satisfied that no in- 
convenience will be caused to the employees concerned if a single canteen is 
provided to serve neighbouring mines, he may, by an order in writing and sub- 
ject to such conditions as he may specify therein, authorise the owners, agents 
or managers of such mines to provide jointly a single canteen.” 

10. Rule 65 of the said rules shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof, and 
after sub-rule (1) as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inserted 
namely: — 

"(2) The canteen or any part thereof shall not be used or allowed to be used 
for any other purpose which tends to interfere with the normal or efficient func- 
tioning of the canteen." 

11. In rule 68 of the said rules, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall

"(3) In every such canteen, such food, drink or other articles shall be maile 
available as may be recommended by the Canteen Managing Committee appointed 
under rule 09.”
